No. 3/1/95—Public.—In the passing away of 
Sbri Morarji Ranchhodji Desai, former Prime 
Minister of India on the 10th April, 1995 India has 
lost a great administrator, a seasoned parliamentarian, 
a staunch patriot and a freedom fighter whoi had 
rendered exemplary service to the Nation for a 
period spanning over six decades. 

2. Born on the 29fh February, 1896 at vjllage 
Bhadeli in the State of Gujarat, Shri Morarji Desai 
graduated from the Wilson College, Bombayj and 
joined the Provincial Civil Service of the Government 
of Bombay in 1918. After serving 12 years in various 
administrative capacities, he resigned from the post 
of Deputy Collector in 1930 to join the Civil Disobe¬ 
dience Movement in response to the call of Mahfitma ! 
Gandhi. He took part in the various activities of the 
freedom struggle and during 1931-1934 he was 
imprisoned on three occasions for participating in 
the freedom movement. He was elected as a member 
of the Gujarat Pradesh Congress Committee and 
served as its Secretary for two terms. In 1937, he was 
elected to the Bombay Legislative Assembly and served 
as ^Minister of Revenue and Forests in the 
first Congress Government in that State. He relin¬ 
quished his office in 1939 to participate actively in 
the Individual Civil Disobedience Movement 1 and 
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was again im|>risoned for three years during the 
Quit India Mo cement. In 1946 he was again elected 
to the Bombay Legislative Assembly and served as 
Home and Revenue Minister of the State from 1946 
to 1952. He then became the Chief Minister of 
Bombay after the General Elections of 1952 and 
was instrumeni al in bringing about reforms in' land 
revenue, police, and jail administrations. 

3. Shri Desai joined the Union Cabinet in 
November 1955 and served first in the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry. In 1958 he became the 
Minister for f inance. He led a number of Inc ian 
Delegations to various International Conferences 
including those of the International Monetary Fund 
and the Interr ational Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development. He attended the Commonwealth 
Finance Ministers’ Conferences held in Londofi in 
I960 and 1961 In order to mobilise foreign aid for 
India's Third Five Year Plan, Shri Desai Visited 
Europe in July 1962 and also Washington, Ottawa and 
Tokyo during September-October, 1962. Strength 
and security hrough development, creation of a 
climate of confidence and initiative, and export pro¬ 
motion, formed the main planks of public pol|icy. 
Austerity in Government administration, public Cor¬ 
porations and companies in the private sector as fvell 
as in the personal lives of the privileged segment}? of 
society were strong convictions with him. 

4. In the General Elections of 1957, 1962, 1^67, 
1971 and 1977, Shri Desai was elected to the Lok 
Sabha from the Surat constituency. After the General 
Elections of 1962, Shri Desai took the Finance 
portfolio in the Nehru Cabinet. In August, 1963, he 
voluntarilyjresigned under the Kamraj Plan aimed at 
strengthening he Congress Party. He then worked 
as the Chairman of the Administrative Reforms 
Commission, Government of India, during 1966-67. 
In March 1967, he again joined the Cabinet, this time 
as Deputy Pri ne Minister and Minister for Finance 
in Shrimati Indira Gandhi’s Government. He made 


goodwill visits to Tokyo, London, Montreal- 
Washington, Paris and Bonn during August-October j 
1967. In July 1969, he resigned from the government 
and after the 1969 split in the Congress Party he 
became the Chairman of f he Congress (O) in Parlia¬ 
ment in November 1969. He became the first 
Chairman of the newly formed Janata Party in 1977. 
After the 1977 Lok Sabha Elections, he became the 
Prime Minister on the 24th March, 1977 but with the 
split in the Janata Party, he resigned on the 15th July, 
1979. 

5. A front-rank national leader, Shri Desai was a 
firm believer in Swadeshi and in nationalistic educa¬ 
tion and was closely associated with the Gujarat Vidya- 
peeth at Ahmedabad, the Lok Bharati at Sanosara and 
also with several cultural, religious, academic and 
social bodies. His entire career was a saga of self- 
confidence, courage and conviction. 

6 . Shri Desai was a true Gandhian. , He was a 
theist but not a ritualist. Vegetarian, non-smoker 
and teetotaller he was a Spartan and a person with 
strong convictions. 

7. Shri Desai was a gifted writer. Despite his 
busy life of public service he was able to spare time 
for intellectual pursuits. He wrote six books, namely, 
‘Discourses on the Gita’, ‘The Story of My Life’, 
‘Book on, Nature Cure’, ‘In My View’, ‘Indian Unity 
From Dream to Reality’ and ‘Minister afid his Res¬ 
ponsibilities’. 

8 . In recognition of his long and outstanding ser¬ 
vice in the national and international spheres, he was 
awarded the highest National Civilian Award, 
the Bharat Ratna, in 1991. 

9. Even as he entered the hundredth year of his 
life his main concern was for the welfare of India and 
her people. His pure andfunsullied life and his glori¬ 
ous services to India will long continue to inspire 
his compatriots.
